By tho French mail we have heard 
something definite about the Conference 
on the silver question to bo held in 
Paris within the next fortnight. The 
Governments of France and the 
United States have invited the other 
Powers to take part in it, and by 
telegrams to tho Indian papers we 
learn that as the Powers who might 
promise to seud representatives were 
pre-supposed to be favourable to 
a bi-metallio curronoy, the English 
Government had demurred, and had 
asked that the terms of the i invi 
tion should be amended. We hi 
also heard that Prince Bismarck had 
declared his intention of adhering to 
the present monetary arrangements of 
Germany. ‘There is, however, no 
reason to doubt that the objections of 
England to the terms on which the 
Convention will meet will bo removed, 
and that she will bo duly represented. 
According to the Economist the basis of 
the- negotiations is “the adoption by 

both France and the United States o 
the double standard of gold and silver, 
the result of which wonld be the 
opening of the mints of both countrios 
to the unlimited coinage of silver, 
and the same paper goes on to say 
that “it is difficult to see why England 
should be called on to negotiate on the 
acceptance of a double standard, seeing 
that the experience of years bas shown 
that it would be wise in her to adhere 
to a single gold standard, which 
best fitted to her needs, All # 
eminent men of both political parties in 
England hold this opinion, and the 
Ministry have wisely declined to enter 
a Conference in which the question of 
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bi-metallism is tobe discussed with 
& foregone:conclusion in.favour of the 
principle, .At the same time, every 
authority on finance in England is 
agreed as to the evils resulting from 
an undue depreciation of silver, and 
to the danger of a farther fall in its 
value, and this will be sufficient to 
induoe.-the Government to consider 
favourably any proposals or suggestions 
whioh may emanate fromthe Conference, 
and-which may seem likely to restore 
permanently, a part at least, of the 
.value which silver has lost in late 
‘years. - Our interest in bringing about 
this is chiefly confined to the finances 
of: India, and any plan which would 
relieve them of the heavy loss ou 
exchange which is now suffered would 
be welcomed. It is understood that 
Frauce will propose at the Conference 
that the recommendation of Mr. 
Sherman, the late Seoretary to the 
Treasury of the United States, should 
be adopted, namely the abandonment 
of the proportion of 15} to 1 between 
silver and gold ; substituting a propor. 
tion.of.17.to 1. This would involve 
an entire re-coinage of all the silver 
currency of the Latin Union, and 
would entail a heavy loss on tho 
different States. If the Freuch 
Government is prepared for this, it does 
not appear that Italy is. For in a 
pamphlet recently issued by tho Italian 
‘Minister of Finance and the Minister 
of. Agriculture, explanatory of the 
financial and commercial position of 
‘the Kingdom, they say that “the 
double. standard wi its essential 
characteristics, that is to say, a fixed 
legal ratio betweon the values of the 
two metals aud the unlimited coinage 
.of both, is in reality only an alternative 
standard. The country which has 
adopted il sees its ciroulation consist 
alternately of that one of the two 
m which is intrinsically inferior 
in value to the other.” And they say 
further that if Italy adopted the double 
standard, the circulation would soon 
corisist of a forced currency of silver, 
whioh. would be less convenient and 
pleasing to the publio than the incon. 
vertible. notes, which the Ministry is 
now, endeavouring to find meaus of 
redeeming. We may bo pormitted to 
doubt a part of this statement, as 
_ We think there are few who would not 
prefer a silver coin, even if the metal 
foll still further in value, to a Govern- 
ment or a bank note, which was 
subject to depreciation day by day, or 
hour by hour. 

The pamphlet to which we allude 
has attracted considerable attoution in 
England, and as Italy bas for some 
time been regarded as the couutry 
from which relief to the silver market 
was expected, its contents are of great 
interest. Properly speaking it is a 
manifesto by the Italian Government, 
explanatory of the policy they propose 
for the resumption of specie payments, 
and as such it was presented to the 
Chamber of Deputies. According to 
the Finance Minister, both the revenue 
































and foreigu trade of Italy have been 
expauding during the last five years. 
Deficits have ceased since 1875, and 
there has been no increase in the 
forced paper ourrenoy since that year. 
‘The Customs revenue has improved, and 
the Ministry is of opinion that the 
country is now in a position to redeem, 
at once, the nnconvertible paper money 
which amounts, to 940 millions of 
franes. This view the Times does not 
share, and. advances. arguments. in 
favour of the conversion being made 
gradually, and we notice in the sum- 
maries of the debates in the Chamber 
of Deputies which have appeared in 
the Home papers, that the Ministry 
appears to bave come, at least to some 
oxtont, to this opinion. They have 
promised to proceed cautiously in the 
matter, so as not to disturb commerco 
or to.inflict injustice on debtors, ‘The 
Italian Government proposes to raise 
a lonn of twenty-four millions sterling, 
two-thirds of which will be taken in 
gold and the balance in silver, the 
country adopting the gold standard. 
Tho Bill authorising tho withdrat 
of the forced paper currency, and 
the lonn to effect that, met with a 
favourable reception in the Chamber 
and may be considered as likely to 
pass into law, and no doubt seems 
to be entertained in London that the 
loan willbe raised at five per cent.

ful, Italy will be a purchaser of 
silver. But it is unlikely that she 
will appear as @ buyer until the 76 
millions of fraues, or threo millions 
sterling, in her coin, which the 
Bank of France holds, have been 
redeemed, and if the resumption of 
specie payments is to be gradual, that 
amount will suffice for her wants for 
some time to come. 

‘We are unable to seo any grounds 
for expecting an improvement in the 
value of silver from the deliberations of 
the Paris Conference. France and the 
United States are tho only two countries 
which are deeply concerned in the metal, 
and anxious ‘to see the price raised. 
England would be glad to have this 
result brought about for the sake 
of ber Indian Empire, but she will not 
lond her support to a p i 
would involve tho adoption of a 
double standard, aud without a general 
change to that on the part of the 
great commercial nations, the price 
of silver cannot bo permanently 
improved. At the same time, the 
failure of the Conference is not likely 
to produce any immediate serious 
fall in the value of silver. Last 
year’s range of prices reprosents, 
probably, the aotual value of silver in 
the present condition of affairs. But 
a total cessation of dollar coiuago by the 
United States wonld throw more of 
the metal on the market. than the trade 
of the world requires, We see rothing, 
however, in recent advices from 
America, to lead us to expect a change 
in the policy indicated in the messages 
of the late and the preseut President.

It would indeed have been ungrateful 
on the part of the Volunteers if they had 
allowed Major-Commandant Holliday to 
give up his command without some 
recognition of his unceasing efforts to 
elovate tho Corps to its present highly 
satisfactory position.

Mr. R. W. Little, the Chairman of 
the Municipal Council, presided ; on his 
right was the guest of the evening, Major 
Holliday, and Captain Bridger, of H.M.’s 
gunboat Sheldrake, and on his left, Mr. 
Peter Maclean, a former commandant. of 
the Corps. Captain Dallas of the Artillery 
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‘occupied the vice-chair as the Senior Captain 
of the Corps, while Captain. Keswick, of 
the Rangers, Captain Mackenzie, of No. 1 
Company, Captain Harvie, of No. 2 Com- 
pany, and Lioutenant Tucker, of No. 2 
Company, occupied soats at the ends of each 
of the cross tables. ‘The company consisted 
of forty-nine members of No. 1 Company, 
fourteen of No. 2 Company, eighteen 
Artillerymen, and fifteen Rangers, and a 
fair sprinkling of guests, After the loyalty 
and patriotism of those assembled had been 
shown by drinking to “the Rulers of 
our respective countries,” the Chairman 
gave the toast of the evening, “Health 
and prosperity to Major Holliday,” and 
concluded by presonting him, on behalf of 
the members of the Corps, with a sword, 
yet to be made, and which will bear an 
appropriate inscription. Major Holliday 
suitably responded, and afterwards proposed

Mr. Pfoundes, whose knowledge of 
Tapanese subjects is well known, has two 
new works in the press. Ono is entitled 
Folk-lore of Old Japan (Griffith and Barran), 
and the second, Art of Japan and its Meaning 
(Collingridge and Co.) They are both to 
be published shortly. 

In connection with the Imperial Maritime 
Customs Service, it is reported that Mr. 
Colin Jamieson, who arrived at Hongkong 
by tho Amazone, relieves Mr. A. Lay at 
Kiungchow ; and that Mr. Novion, who 
also arrived per Amazone, goes to Takow, 
relieving Mr. Russoll, who remains there 
as Assistant. 

M. 0. E. Ujfalvy, tho well-known French 
scientist, dolegated by MI. Jules Ferry on a 
mission to Central Asia, passed through 
St. Petersburg about the middleof February, 
en route from Tashkend, accompanied 
by Madame Ujfalvy, who has not only 
shared hor husband's explorations, but who 
was the author of tho interesting record of 
their travels, entitled ‘Paris to Samareand, 
through Ferghana, Kuldja, and Western 
Siberia.” 

‘Vice-Admiral Dupére, who last Septem- 
ber had some chances of becoming French 
Minister of Marine, died in Paris on the 
10th February, at the age of sixty-seven. 
‘He was born at Strasbourg. He took a 
brilliant part, as captain of the ironclad 
onnante, in the bombardment of Sebas- 
topol, served in China and Gochin China 
expeditions, and was Governor of Réunion 
in 1864, and Governor of Cochin China in 
1871. During the late Franco-German war 
he blockaded a number of German ships 
in Chineso and Japanese ports. 

‘The Japan Herald contains a contradic- 
tion—on the authority of Mr. John 
Robertson—of the statement made in the 
China Mail that Messrs, Robertson and 
Pitman are interested in tho establishment 
of a National Specie Bank for Japan, 
supported by London capitalists. 

During the mouth of January, only four 
prisoners entered the gaol of the United 
States Consulate-General here, their united 
terms of detention amounting to cight 
days. During February, one man spent 
nine days in the gaol, and during the 
month of March only one individual was 
detained for a single night. This speaks

legal representative of the man to whom 
the lorcha had been mortgaged. The 
Consul-General said that copies of the peti- 











tion would be served on Messrs, Maitland 
and Derrick, other parties who also claimed 
the money. ‘The hearing of the case is set 
down for Tuesday next. 

We are informed that the Cheong-tai 
property, which was bought in at public 
auction on Thursday for Tis. 88,100, ‘has 
since been sold for that amount. 

Captain W. H, Cuming, H.M.S, Curagoa, 
has been appointed Commodure at Hong- 
Kong vice Commodore T. Smith, who will 
shortly return to England on account of 
failing health. 

ELMS. Champion, which was originally 
intended as the relief of the Modeste on 
this Station, having been ordered to the 
Pacific, wo are now, says the Straits Times, 
informed. that the Oleopatra, one of the 
ships of the Flying Squadron, will come 
out to the China Station. The Cleopatra is 
asistor ship to the Comus and Quragoa.

‘The Imperial Russian corvette Asia, 
the flagship of His Excellency Admiral 
Lessofsky, came into our port yesterday. 
We trust that His’ Excollency no longer 
suffers from the effects of his accident, and 
hope he is in good health. 

‘The Asia, like the Africa and Europa, is 
an iron steamship, built at Philadelphia, 
U.S., and, like her consorts, was originally 
intended to serveasa passenger and trading 
packet of high speed. The Asia was 
bought by the Patriotic Society, and fitted 
with long range guns. As a man-of-war 
she is defective, as her eugines are vertical 
and exposed. The steam-chest is also much 
above the waterline. But the vessel is 
swift, carries a very large coal supply, and 
is fitted to keep at sea under steam for 35 
to 40 days at a time, so that she would be 
able to inflict vast damage upon the trad- 
ing steamers and sailing vessels of am 
euemy. 
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‘We hear tho Asia has a very fine band, 
and we venture to express a hope that His 
Excellency will permit the musicians to 
play inthe Public Garden. The community 
will be very glad to have the privilege 
of listening to somo of the beautiful and 
plaintive melodies of the great Russian 
composers, Bortniansky, Glinka, Lvof, 
Bachmatiew, and others, Tho frequent 
Kindnesses of the high naval authorities 
in this respect aro much appreciated by 
the denizens of this remote and alien 
Settlement, and we hope that Admiral 
Leesofsky will bo pleased to give the 
community the pleasure we now ask for. 

His Excellency, who has been Governor 
of Cronstadt, and Minister of the Russian 
Navy, is a personage of great distinction. 

‘Tolegraphic news has been received of 
tho stranding of Messrs. Douglas Lapraik 
and Co.'ssteamerHailoong, 277 tons, Captain 
Hunter, She was bound from Formosa to 
Amoy, and struck on the Quemoy Island, 
off Amoy. According to a telegram received 
on Sunday, when she first stranded she lost 
hor screw and damaged her rudder, and it 
was then thought sho would be got off. A 
further telegram, however, was received 
yesterday from Hongkong to the following 
effect :—Vossel cannot be floated ; keel 
started, tide flowing through.” It would 
thus that sho is almost certain to 
become a total wreck, and surveyors, wo 
hear, havo left either Hongkong or Amoy 
to report upon her. Messrs. Douglas 
Lapraik and Company have been most 
unfortunate during the last few yoars in 
regard to their steamers. The wreck of 

" the Douglas, last November, in the Hastan 
Straits, is still fresh in the minds of our 
readers; thon there were the Taiwan and 
Yesso disasters in February and March, 
1879 ; they lost the Kwangtung off Ockseu 
in 1876; and, if we remember rightly, to 
go back to 1872, they lost the Hailoong 
and Douglas within a few months of each 
other. It is a coincidence worthy of 
mention, that tho two other steamers 
named after those just mentioned should 
now be wrecked also within a few months 
of each other. 

‘Whon the M.B. Co.'s steamer Takasago 
Marw left Yokohama financial affairs were 
ina bad The price of paper money 
was nominally at 82 per cent. discount, but 
the quotation could not be trusted, as rates 
were likely to fall to 200 or even lower. 
In fact, a telegram was received here nearly 
a weeksince, saying that matters had become 
worse. It would seem that a crisis is 
threatened, and it is not easy to see how 
the Japanese Government will be extricated 
from their dificulties. The Japanese 
traders, we hear from good authority, had 
‘been much exercised about the prospect of 
the consolidation of Government mono- 
polies, by means of the proposed Bank for 
(official) foreiga trade.—We have no further 
accounts about the dispute between China 
and Japan, beyond the fact that the Japanese 
Envoy, Mr. Shishido, has been much blamed 
for the precipitate action he took, and one 
of the native papers mentions that he will 
not return to China, his successor having 
been appointed. 

“Two facts,” says the Mail, a paper 
which it has been said is subsidised by tho 
Government, “have now been placed 
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beyond the reachof dispute; first that Japan 
has made every possible concession in the 
cause of peace and friendship ; second, that 
the responsibility of frustrating an amicable 
settlement rests entirely with China. Until 
the situation is capable of some other 
rendering all apprehension of a rupture 
is consequently allayed, for China has 
proved herself too rational to draw the 
sword even in cases where she had some 
right on her side, and we may be very sure 
that she will hesitate long before she does 
0 when she knows that the voice of the 
world must be “unanimous against her. 
When the Government at Peking, dis- 
regarding the Tsung-li Yamén’s formal 
consent to the proposed terms, took upon 
itself to withhold ratification, it must have 
been very plain to Mr. Shishido that all 
hope of an immediate understanding was 
futile. Nevertheless, to emphasise the 
unaltered amity of his country’s purpose, 
he made several attempts, before leaving 
Peking, to afford the Tsung-li Yamén a 
means of recovering the position Imperial 
vagary or Court intrigue had obliged them 
to abandon. He was of course unsuccess- 
ful, but it is at any rato pleasant to find 
that though the Chinese could not reconcile 
themselves to be wiso at once, they were 
at least careful to be courteous, and that 
throughout the whole course of his long 
overland journey, Mr. Shishido was 
fornished with guards of honour, and 
treated everywhere with even more than 
tho consideration his rank and the 
importance of his mission demanded.” 

Nor are there any further accounts 
about the action of Russia in Corea. It is 
said that the accession of the new Ozar, the 
consequent Ministerial changes, and the 
pressure of Russian Home affairs, may 
combine to give the Coreans some respite 
by delaying tho inevitable occupation of 
Port Lazareff. 

‘The s.s. Tamsui, 919 tons, Captain J. 
Whittle, according to the China Mail, 
arrived at Hongkong from London and 
‘Manila on the 27th March. The Tamsui is 
the last of the three new steamers recently 
built for the line between Shanghai and 
the northern ports, of which Messrs. 
Butterfield and Swire are the agents. The 
Pakhoi aud Hoihow, of which notice was 
taken on their arrival here, are the other 
two boats on the line, The Tamsui is 
fitted with all the latest appliances and 
improvements and is rather larger than the 
two sister vessels. 

On Saturday afternoon, the O.N. Co.’s 
steamer Tunsin, Captain Bowen, returned 
to port, having been in collision with a 
junk near the Kiutoan Lightship. Rather 
more than half-way between the paddle- 
box and the stern on the port side, 
six or seven plates had been broken 
in or carried away, and two frames were 
broken, Part of the outer woodwork 
was also gone, and several plates were 
considerably dented. We are informed 
that shortly before eight o'clock on 
Friday evening, a Ningpo junk at anchor 
swung round and struck the Tunsin with 
her stern just as the steamer was about to 
anchor for the night. ‘The weather was very 
thick at the time, and it is stated that the 
junk showed no light and was nob seen 
till she struck the steamer. 














We are informed that the China 
Merchants’ Steam Navigation Company’s 
steamer Meefoo has made a most successful 
trip to San Francisco. She made the run 
from Canton to Honolulu in less than 
twenty days, the actual time mentioned in 
a letter received from a person on board 
being 18 days 12hours, whereas the Hochung 
took about 23 days to cover the samo 
distance ; and the Mesfoo only took eight 
days to go trom Honolulu to San Francisco, 
which port she left on her return journey 
on the Ist March. She should, therefore, 
be somewhere in the neighbourhood of 
Hongkong now. « 

We hear that no steps have yet been 
taken by the Customs authorities to 
remove, or protect, the wieck of the 
British barque Chinaman, and that, in 
consequence, the local marine insurance 
offices have re-chartered the pilot-boat 
Ruby. The Ruby has now been stationed 
near the wreck, to warn approaching 
vessels of its dangerous position, for two 
months, and it is now said that her charter 
has been renowed for three weeks longer. 
We should think the local 
have good grounds for a claim agi 
Chinese authorities, or other powers that 
be, for their negligence in this matter. 

According to the San Francisco Chronicle, 
in addition to tho treaty with China, the 
President has also sent to the Senate the 
text ofa treaty negotiated with Japan, 
providing for the reimbursement of cortain 
of the specified expenses which may bo 
inourred by either country in consequence 
of the shipwreck on its coasts of the vessels 
of the other. ‘The treaty provides that all 
expenses incurred by the Governmont of 
tho United States for the: rescue, clothing, 
maintenance and travelling exponses of 
needy, shipwrecked Japanese subjects, for 
the recovery of the bodies of the drowned, 
for medical treatment of the sick and 
injured unable to pay for such treatment, 
and for the burial of the dead, shall be 
repaid to the Government of the United 
States by that of Japan, and a similar 
course of proceeding to the above shall be 
observed by the Government of the United 
States in the caso of assistance being given 
by that of Japan to shipwrecked citizens of 
the United States ; butneither the Govern- 
ment of the United States nor that of 
Japan shall be responsible for the repay- 
ment of the expenses incurred in the 
recovery or preservation of a wrecked vessel 
or the property on board. All such expenses 
shall be charge upon the property saved, 
and shall be repaid by the parties interested 
therein, upon receiving delivery of the 
same. No charge shall be made by the 
Government of the United States nor by 
that of Japan for the expenses of tho 
Government officers, police or local func- 
tionaries who shall proceed to the wreck, 
‘for the travelling expenses of officers 
escorting the shipwrecked men, nor for the 
expenses of official correspondence, Such 
expenses shall be borne by the Government 
of the country to which such officers, 
police and local functionaries belong. ‘The 
treaty is to take effect thirty days after the 
exchange of ratifications at Washington.

‘THE CHAMBER OP COMMERCE. 
Smanouar has an easy if somewhat 
lnzy way of accepting established facts. 
Onur community has a reserve of energy 
ready to be drawn upon when its 
display is clearly necessary, but as a 
rale it likes to let things go slong 
quietly as they are, under the guidance 
of the few men who are always found 
able and willing to take the lead on 
any given road. The Chamber of 
Commerce is no exception to tho 
goneral rule. If any really stirring 
matter is expected to come up at the 
annual mesting, the members will take 
the trouble to attend in force; but if 
only the routine business is to be 
transacted, and no burning questions 
are anticipated, a fow men, the Chair- 
man, the Committee, and here and there 
‘an unofficial member who does not like 
to misa any fonction, will bo preseut, 
but the rest of the members will 
be content to be represented by 
this minority, resorving the right to 
iticise langnidly what the representa- 
tives may do. Thus it was with 
the annual’ mecting of the Chamber 
on the 24th March, aud it is not 
to be wondered at that one of the 
Chairman’s earliest remarke was of 
rogret at the small number of members 
present. He went on to state that 
the Woosung Bar question remained 
tn statu quo; the Ministers in Peking 
had presented to the Tsung-li Yamén 
a joint Note pressing on the Chi- 
nese Government the urgent neces- 
sity for attention to the conservancy 
of our. river; and it was uuofficially 
understood that the Yamén's reply 
had been so unfavourable that it had 
beon returned to them. We are in a 
most melancholy dilemma; as long as 
there are ramours of war in Peking, the 
Yamén cannot attend to such a trifling 
matter as the preservation of water 
ion between Shavghai and 
joon as the rumours of 
war aro past, and the Yamén recovers 
from its fears, it resumes its attitude 
of indifference to foreign demands, 
and eithor way wo suffer. We can 
only support Mr, Forbes in suggesting 
that the new Committee shall keep in 
mind the importance of pushing the 
matter forward in spite of all dis. 
couragement, and keep on pressing it 
until some good result is achieved. It 
must not be neglected 
the river grows worse, 
makes the operations of a conservancy 
board, if one is ever constituted, more 
arduous, Alterations are constantly 
being made in the banke of the river 
without the control of any intelligont 
authority, aud every such alteration 
brings in its train dangers that ouly 
science can foresee, and that there are 
no means of repelling at presevt. The 
Chairman went on to consider the 
question of the representation of the 
Chamber in London. He said there 
was some idea of entrusting this repre- 
























sentation to the China and Japan 
Shippers’ Association, and the matter 
was still in course of arrangement. 
Wo notice, howerer, that the Hongkong 
Chamber, in its annual report, slated 
that the London association in question 
did not consider it within its fauctions 
to undertake the representation of a 
Chamber of Commerce. Mr. Forbes 
proceeded to regret that nothiug had 
come of the correspondence with the 
Tea Guild about tea-weighing. One 
usofal end at least bas been attained ; 
it has been proved to the teamen that 
foreign merchants as a body are not 
in favour of squeezing in weighing, 
and that when the teamen aro so badly 
shaved as to cry ont, they may expect 
the sympathy of the majority of buyers. 
‘The report and accounts for the past 
year were passed without comment; a 
Committee comprising many of the old 
names was elected for the current 
year; and then Mr. H. S. Morris 
brought up the one matter of interest 
that came before the meeting. Thi 
was the disposal of the wreck of the 
ill-fated Ohinaman. It lies in the 
way of vessels coming to Shanghai, 
\d its masts sticking up are a greal 
danger to vessels, but uo steps have 
been taken for its removal, Any 
European Government would have 
blown up such an obstacle long before ; 
but the Taotai hesitated to take this 
course lest at some future date some 
foreign owner should up and 
insist on compensation, It seems a 
pity that the British Consul did not 
take upon himself long ago to assure 
the Taotai that the British Govern. 
mont would never complain of the 
proper action being taken; extra. 
territoriality was surely nover meant 
so wide-spread an effect as in 
If there were any sign 
or ity of salvage operations, 
the harbour authorities might pause 
before destroying the wreck utterly, 
but to leave her in the fairway uucared- 
for, to make more wrecks, seems a 
most unreasonable thing. The present 
Taotai has shown in many instances a 
readiuess to oblige and to consult the 
wishes of foreiguers here when it has 
been in bis power, but this scoms to 
us carrying his principles too far. To 
leave the Chinaman there until every 
terested person, at however great a 
distance from Shanghai, has formally 
abandoned his interest, is carrying 
international courtesy to the Jimits of 
absurdity. A more than reasouable 
time has elapsed, and if the owners of 
the vessel cannot take her away from 
her present position, the harbour 
authorities must remove her. 





































‘THE ISTHMUS OF PANAMA. 
Ir is over three hundred and fifty 
years sines European engineers first 
conceived the idea of piercing with a 
jeanal the rocky peninsala that joins 
‘North aud South America. Parodying 
the line of the poet, they would make 








the mountains join the oceans they 


divide. The name of the ingenious 
Fleming, to whom the idea first ocourred, 
has been whelmed in night, but it was 
an idea that would readily occur to 
any one who could stand even in 
imagination on the summit of the neck © 
and see an ocean on either haud, It is 
ouly forty-three miles by land from soa 
to sea, and it is much over nine 
thousand miles by water, The motions 
of his spirit must be dull indeed who 
does not recognise the value and 
importance of making such a short out 
as that. 

The first realisation of the idea, a 
ion which kept the word of 
promise to the ear, but broke it to the 
hope, was the construction of the 
Panama railway. It solved a small 

















portion of the difficulty. Steamers 
could afford to pay for tbe transport 
of their passengers and a few light 
and valuable goods: bat it has beon 
useless for the bulkier and less costly 
cargoes of sailing vessels. As the 
railway from Alexaudrin to Suez, 
instead of extinguishing the necessity 
for the Suez Caual, only brought that 
necessity into greater prominence, 60 
the Panama railway, by showing daily 
its own deficiencies, has drawn renewed 
attention to the want of a canal 
between the Atlantic and Pacific, or, 
if not necessarily a canal, some means 
of transporting a ship bodily with 
her cargo from ocean tu ocean. As 
often happens, there is now, after 
long neglect, a severe competition to 
supply the long-felt- want, and there 
+ the present moment three such 
schemes before the world, 

The first is promoted by Count De 
Lesseps, the old man eloquent who has 
brought away with bim from the land of 
Cleopatra the secret of her excellence, 
80 that age cannot wither him nor 
custom stale his infinite variety, He 
has ndopted the Panama Canal. This 
is to follow almost exactly the line of 
the present railroad, It is far the 
shortest of the three competing echemes, 
but it is not the least expensive, for 
the mountain range that forms the 
backbone of the Isthmus would hat 
to be tunnelled; and to excavate a 
tunnel deep and wide enough to allow 
two of tho largest ocean steamers to 
pass each other without touching the 
ground, and high enough to let 
them through without striking their 
masts, is an achievement that has 
never yet been attempted. The Canal 
jis to be a level one throughout, and 
without locks, though the difference 
in the tides at the two extremities, 
somo twenty feet, would necessitate & 
pair of flood-gates. Beside its short- 
ness, about forty-three miles, this 
scheme bas the advantage that there 
is already a good harbour at each 
end of the proposed Caual. The 
cost is estimated at £22,000,000, and 
this is to be raised by shares for a 
total of £12,000,000, and by debentures 
for the remainder. The whole of the 
share capital bas been allotted to anxious 
applicants ; 500,000 shares were put 
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up ‘for subscription ; 1,209,609 were 
applied for, 994,508, or nearly double 
the number offered, being applied for 
from France alone. Such is the ic 
‘of a successful name. It is it 
Do Lesseps’ Company that, although 
he has constituted an American sub- 
Committee with the late Secretary of 
the United States Navy at its head, his 
achome, as being too thoroughly French, 
is ‘looked on in the United States 
as an itifringement of the Monroe 
dootrine. 

‘Tho second plan proposed is a canal 
on what is known as the Nicaragua 
route. This is the route which was 
used by passengers and light packages 
for some years in opposition to the 
Pacific Mail Company’s line, vid Panama. 
‘Tho total length of this route would be 
nearly three times that of the De 
Lesseps canal, but the engivecring 
difficulties are much less, For 
more than half the distance, 
oxisting waterways are mado uso of, 
while the highest point of ground 
traversed above the ocean is only 
240 foot. The Atlantic terminus 
is the harbour of Greytown, From 
there tho osnal will be dug partly 
along the course of the San Juan river 
to Lake Nicaragua: and as the level of 
the Inke is 107 feeb above the soa, 
thore will be in this distance ten locks 
of about ten feet each, to. raise the 
ships to tho required height. Tho 
Jako itself is sufficiently deep and will 
require no dredging. Where it is 
crossed, the width is between 40 and 
50 miles, and from its western shore to 
tho Pacific is inside of 17 miles, which 
will.comprise a short cut through a 
hill 188 feet high, and again ten locks 
to restore the vessels to the level of 
tho Pacific at Brito. The harbours at 
each end have to be improved arti- 
ficially. The estimated cost of tho 
work is only £15,000,000. It lies 
in a healthier climate, and Brito 
is 600 miles nearer San Francisco 
than Panama is. It is, too,an entirely 
American scheme and General Grant 
is the President of tho Company. These 
lost are no mean advantages. 

The third plan comes stamped with 
tho approval of Captain Eads, the 
talonted engineer who bas oponed the 
mouths of tho Mississippi to large 
steamers. His design is for a ship 
railway across the Isthmus of Tehuan- 
tepec. ‘Tho distance to bo traversed is 
112 miles, and the highest point to be 
orossed being only 770 feet, tho gra- 
dients will be sufficiently easy. An 
artificial harbour must be constructed 
on the Pacific side, that on the Gulf 
of Mexico requiriug: no improvement. 
‘The total cost of this railway is es! 
mated at £15,000,000. As compared 
with Panama, it would shorten the 
route between China and New York 
nearly 1,200 miles; but the cost of 
maintenance of a ship-railway is suro 
to-be very much higher than that of 
canal; and it requires a vivid imagina- 
tion to conceive a great ocean steamer 
with a fall freight and a large number 




















of crew and passengers, whirled on its 
cradle by a team of locomotives through 
a tropical forest. 








PROPOSED NEW BANK IN JAPAN. 

‘We have received from Yokohama some 
details of the projected (Japanese) Bank 
for foreign trade, the scheme for which 
has been laid by the promoter before the 
‘Japanese Ministry, ad referendum. 

If our information is correct, it would 
appear that a number of European money- 
dealers have agreed, conditionally, to raise 
from the stock markets of London, Paris, 
Berlin, and other places, a sum equivalent 
to eight millions of dollars. The conditions 
are said to be as follows :—Tho Japanese 
Government is to subscribe two millions 
of dollars, and thereby become owner of 
one-fifth of the shares of a powerful. asso- 
ciation, whose capital will be ton millions of 
dollars. ‘This banking association, whose 
head office will be in London; whose 
branches will be in Japan; and whose 
management will be confided to a well- 
known banker, who will have the co-opera- 
tion and support of at least three eminent 
financiers of Yokohama, will receive two 
guarantees from the Imperial Government. 
‘The first is: a guaranty of a minimum 
profit or interest of four per-cent, on four- 
fifths of the capital subscribed, i.e. eight 
millions of dollars. ‘Tho second privilege 
is: that all business. of the Government, 
whether financial or commercial, or for 
import or export trade, will bo given to 
the now trading bank, 

‘Tho bank will, in truth, have a much 
wider scope than our Yokohama corre- 
spondents suspect. ‘The Japanese Govern- 
ment intends to monopolise all foreign 
trade, provided native buyers of foreign 
manufactures, such as yarn, woollens, 
metals, kerosene, &e., &c., will pay in 
coin; and that native sellers of Japaneso 
products, such as silk, tea, rico, seaweed, 
curios, &e., &c., will part with their 
goods for paper monoy. If the buyers 
are accommodating, and the sellers have 
faith, the Government treasury will be 
filled, and the new bank will have a 
prosperous agency business without risk ; 
because, when foreign merchants are 
driven away—their ocoupation gone— 
competition will be at an end, and the 
Financo Minister will arrange the balance 
of trade—that hitherto has distressed 
him—just as he pleases. The new 
bank ‘will also derive advantages from 
the happy circumstance of having the 
Japanese Government—represented by 
Japanese officials—in partnership. In 
ordnance contracts, for instance, the plan 
which is not new nor peculiar to Japan, 
works well. Tho Japanese Government 
will also bo benefited, and, at the worst, 
if the treaty Powers become troublesome, 
and take action against the import and 
export monopoly, the national liability is 
only $20,000 dollars a year, which is a 
mere nothing. 

Farther accounts are awaited with 
impatience, as, most of the foreign traders 
in Japan are thinking upon the prudence 
of betaking themselves to other climes.

haste, a8, although the wisdom of the 
new scheme cannot be disputed, it 
may happen that the Japanese producers 
of tea, silk, rice, &e, &c. might be 


.| foolishly projudiced against the Govern- 


ment inconvertible, unseoured, and irre- 
decmable paper-money, and thus an 
important part of the Government’s pro- 
gramme might be interfered with, and 
even subverted by stupidity or faction. 
The new bank, if the accounts we have 
received aro correct, has many olements of 
success in its design, which happily includes 
all the merits and omits all the defects of 
Law's famous financial plans, whose varied 
incidents make the history of the Orleans 
Regency both interesting and piquant to 
students of economical science, As we can 
say truly that the now schome to which wo 
refer, has been admirably contrived by a 
master of tho art of eclectic and benign 
finanoo ; that its merits aro obvious and 
great; and its defects not worthy even of 
mention, we recommend the high Ohineso 
authorities to order the Envoy of Peking, 
who is now in Tokio, to investigate the bu: 
noss inallitscloverdetails, Thoknowledgo 
that may bo acquired will bo valuable to 
China in many ways, not yet apparent but 
potential. At any rate, the study will be a 
wholesome one for China, whoso rulers 
are still ignorant of the laws of finance, 
the consequences of empiricism, and 
tho dangers of improper and desperate 
expedients to repair injuries to @ nation’s 
credit that has beon recklessly imperilled.

commerce appears to have declined, but 
business is still conducted to the extent of 
200,000 yen every month. Formerly the 
kwanmon (Corean money) was exchanged 
at from 1.15 yer to 2 yen but now it eaunot 
be got for less than 3 yen. ‘The number 
of mail steamers having been reduced 
causes considerable inconvenience, and 
merchants in the settloment aro often 
without stock to sell, calico especially being 
very scarce.

His nephew also 
had s quarrel with Chao Fu-ming, so he 
invited him to join in the assault, and on tho 
same night they went to Chao Fu-ming’s 
house, armed respectively with a sword and 
achopper. Chao Fu-ming, his wife and his 
son and daughter were asleep in tho court. 
Chao Ho-tzit: made a chop at Chao Fi 
ming’s throat and ho fell writhing to the 
ground; his wife, hearing the noise, 
started ‘up and began to ery for help, 
‘whereupon Chao Ho-izii dropped hischopper 
and ran away. Chao Ho-ch’in, however, 
reflecting that as he would have.at any 
rate to forfeit his life, he might as well 
be killed for four lives as one, attacked 
the wife and two children and killed them 
al, He then, went tome, and on the 
following morning gavo himself up to the 
District “Magistrate, ‘The law lays down

Tt 
having been brought to the memorialist’s 
notice that a robbery of treasure, ‘from 
Kiangsi, on its way to Peking under the 
charge of a weiywan called Ho Wei-chieh, 
had occurred in the district in question, 
the Magistrate was called upon for a 
report. It was not until those instructions 
had been repeated that he replied at_all, 
and he then stated that the only robbery 
that had occurred was that of a travelling 
merchant who had been robbed at an 
n near a place called Chang Chino ; that 
the weiywan in question had slept at t 
same place, but at a differont inn ; that 
had come on to the:district city the noxt 
day, where ho fell ill, but was now better 
and was going forvard immediately, | Ho 
had not lost any of the treasure under hia 
charge. ‘This story being very different 
from the version that had earlier reached 
him, the suspicions of the memorialist 
were aroused, and he directed the Profect 
of the district to make further enquiries, 
Tt then came out,.on the Magistrate's own 
confession, that on the night of the 3rd of 
Novembor last, Ho Wei-chieh, the weiyuan 
in question, had stopped for the night at 
Chang Ch’iao, having under his charge 
‘Tis, 60,000 odd. During tho night a 
number of burglars broke into'the inn in 
which he was lodging, and, firing off 
revolvers, made an attempt to carry off the 
treasure.” The weiywan and his men made 
resistance, but one of them was struck down, 
and the weiywan himself wounded, the burg: 
lars managing to secure four logs of treasure, 
containing about''ls.4,000, with which th 
decamped and managed to got off, thoug 
pursued by the weiyuan and people from 
the neighbouring inns. The robbery was 
duly reported to the Magistrate, who 
made the usual investigation, and had the 
remaining logs conveyed to, the district 
town the nex: day. He declared that he 
had in a moment of stupidity falsely 
reported the robbery to be one of a passing 
traveller. Tho .memorialist comments 
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toverely upon the duplicity of the Magi 
trate and the conduct of the weiynan, 
requests that instead of boing cashicred 
and left in office, the usual penalty for 
District Magistrates in whose jurisdiction 
robberios of Government treasure occur, 
the Magistrate may be called upon to 
‘vacate his post as well, but be retained in 
tho district until the burglars aro captured.

The aforesaid Duke 
Min-chuerhtoorhchi of the Djakeh’in tril 
having died from natural causes, it is the 
duty of tho momorialist to depute an 
officer to go and perform the usual sacri- 
ficial rites, but before doing 20 it behoves 
him to request his Majesty to cause the 
usual document in Chinese and Mongolian 
to be issued. Upon the receipt of this 
document, an officer will be deputed to 
convey it to the scene of the death of the 
Duke in question, providing himself with 
sheep and wine, which will bo offered 
bofore his remains in sacrifice and libation 
the cost of theso articles being defray:

Some time since they received a cor 
munication from the Mongolian Suporin- 
tendency informing them that havin, 
reported to his Majesty that the Dalai 
Lama of Anterior Tibet had deputed an 
abbot to present offerings on his behalf in 
front of the Mausoleum of the Emperor 
Tung Chih, the Superintondency was 
honoured by the receipt of a decree upon the 
19th of December, designating A-ch’ang-ah 
‘as the officer who was to accompany the 
abbot to the Mausolea, and on the same day 
a farther decreo was issued directing the 
iatukt'a to go there also to recite 
Tn a separate communication, 

‘Superintendeney informed 
the memorialists that A-Oh’ang-ah, with the 
Hiutuk-t’, abbot, and [amas ‘were to 
start from Poking on the 27th of December, 
and would lodge at the places designate 
n'a decree of the roign of Chin Oh'ing. 
That is to say, on tho first night thoy 
would lay at Yeu Chiao in one of the outor 
rooms of the Hsing Kung, oF Imperial 
Lodge ; on the second night at the Tu-lo 

‘omple, at Chi Chou; and on tho third 
night at the Lung Fo Ssit, reaching the 
‘Mausolea on the fourth day, and returning 
by the same route at tho conclusion 
of their mission. Orders were at once 
issued for preparations to be mado for the 
reception of the party at the places 
indicated, and on the 3ist December, 
‘Acch’angeah and those with him reached 
the Lung Fo Sei. On the Lat of January, 
Accl'ang-ah visited the Mausolea, and on 
the 2nd at 7 a.m. he took tho Tungorh 
Hutukt’u, abbot, and lamas to the Manso: 
leum of the Emperor ‘T'ang Chih, whero 
they handed in the articles of sacrifice, tho 
images of Buddha, the Invocation, Hata, 
and other articles. were reverently 
received by the momorialists and their 
Secretaries, and set out under tho verandah 
of the Lung-én Tien upon a table draped 
in yellow sil, Thibotan incengo and stipe 
of red-flowered p'uru, or Thibetan cloth, 
being placed on either side. This done, 
Acch'ang-ah advanced to the Fiieh Tat 
and reverently did obeisance, after which 
ho called upon the ‘T’ungorh Hatukt’u and 
abbot from Anterior Thibet to prostrate 
themselves and then proceed with the 
Jamas and others to the Yiieh Tai, whero 
prayers were recited by them in’ instal- 
ments. ‘They then retired to the Hsi P'ei 
Tion, where the paraphernalia of worship 
were set out, and a service was performed, 
at the conclusion of which they were led 
away by A-Ch’ang-ah. Tho memorialists 
then reverently opened the doors of tho 
Ling-én Tien, and respectfully deposited 
the eleven gilded images of Buddha in tho 
upper room devoted to the reception of 
these images. The twenty-one scrolls with 
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jortraits of Buddha were temporarily 
Roposited in the lower room of the samo 
building. The threo copies of the Invocation, 
and the three copies of the Hata were 
reverently deposited in the western urn, and 
there burnt. ‘The incense, fine and coarse, 
red flowers, and p'urt, of which last 
there were seventy pieces, were placed in 
the Tung-p'ei Tier id will be burnt on 
occasions of sacrifice in such quantities 
as may bo requisite, ‘The scrolls were 
doposited in the Lung Fo Hsii,—Rescript :

As usual, tho escape was 
offected under cover of a dark and rainy 
night, in the course of which the outer wall 
of tho prison became so saturated with 
moisture that it fell down, While the 
turnkeys and watchmon were busying 
them: about securing the safety of the 
occupants of the outer prison, those in the 
inner prison managed to ‘ke out, beating 
off tho turnkeys, who tried to stop them, 
with the bars of the cages in which thoy 
had been confined, and killing ono of their 
number, Four of the runaways were 
soon arrested, but the others got away.

‘The relativ 
of tho maniac concealed the fact of the 
murder from tl were 
loth to commit him to the cruel penalty 
hw would suffer for a crime he committed 
when not responsible for his actions. ‘The 
matter came, -howover, to tho eara of the 
authorities, and tho maniac was tried and 
executed by the ling ch’ih process, The 
brother and mother of the maniac were 
forced by the other members of tl family 
to conceal the fact of the murder, aud as 
there is no clause in the penal code that 
precisely meots their caso, the memorialist 
has sentenced them, subject to approval, 
to a hundred blows with the heavy bam- 
boo and banishment for three years, the 
woman, as usual, being allowed to commute 
hersontonce. Minor penalties are inflicted 
on the other parties concerned. 

January 2dth and 26th.—(1) Postscript 
memorial from HoChing, Governor-General 
of Min Ché. On the 30th of October last, 
the Taotai of T’aivan reported that at 3 p.m. 
on the 26th of September, a heavy gale 
aprung up at ‘aiwan Fu, which continued 
throughout the night ‘and blew with 
tremendous force at tioon on the following 
day, both in the Prefectural city and in 
the four districts of Féng-shan, Chia-yi, 
Chang-hua and Héug-ch’un. Many public 
offices and private dwellings were blown 
down, fortunately without lussof life, and the 
crops did not suifer much damage, nor were 
auy uative or foreign vessels lost. The same 
gale visited in a lightor degree the districts 

































































of I-chu ard Lun-erh, with T’ai-pei Fu, the 
Prefecture in which they are situated, but 
no great losses occurred. The Briga- 
dier-General of T’aiwan also reported that 
there was a simultaneous storm of wind 
and rain in the centre, north, and south of 
the mountains that run through the island, 
which commenced on the 21st of September, 
and continued until the 26th. On the 27th, 
the wind raged with extraordinary violence, 
blowing down some of the public offices, 
barracks, schools, straw huts, and other 
buildings, and cracking others, or setting 
others aslant. A small proportion of the 
young crops was also destroyed, but the 
mischief was soon repaired, and did not 
amount to actual disaster. Orders were at 
once given by the Governor for enquiry to 
be nade, and the necessary compensation 
afforded, and in due course a report on the 
extent of the damage done was submitted 
by the two Commissioners, who requested 
that the matter might be brought to the 
knowledge of his Majesty. Having satis- 
fied himself of the correctness of this 
report, the memorialist gave orders that 
further enquiry should be made, and reliof 
afforded as circumstauces might require, 
He also called for an estimate of the cost 
‘of the necessary repairs to the damaged 
buildings, and gavo directions for enquiry 
to bo made as to the possibility or other- 
wise of replacing the damaged crops, Ho 
boss to add that the Governor, having gone 
to Formosa and taken his seal with him, 
has requested the momorialist to report 
all matters of ordinary routine to his 
Majesty.—Rescript : It is noted. 

(2) In a postscript memorial, tho samo 
oficer reports that the galo referred to 
above has caused considerable damage to

In 1868, he obtained a literary 
dogreo in his native district, and in 1877 
ho commissioned a friend to buy him the 
grade of clerk of the Grand Sooretarial. 
While residing in Hankow, he made the 
acquaintance of one T’ung Chao-chang, a 
titular official who was employed by the firm 
of Messrs. Evans, Pugh &Co., and on the 6th 
of September last, he went to Messrs. Evans, 
Pah & Co.'s hong to see Tung Chao- 
chang, meet ‘on the way there one Yi 
































‘Yé-chi, who was bound to the same place, 
80 thoy joined company and went togother. 
nformed 





After sitting a time, Yi ‘Té-chi 
thom that a relative of his, called 
yuan, was locked up BM 
Yamén, on a charge of personating a foreign 
firm, and as he, Ya Té-chi, had had money 
dealings with’ Hsich Fu-yuan, he was 
afraid he would be implicated in the 
trouble. Liu Yi-nan, when he heard 
this story, took it into his head that 
he would’ make a little money out of 
his official position, so he pretended he 
had friends in the Viceroy’s, Governor's, 
and ‘Taotai’s yaméns, and could arrango 
matters for Yu Té-chi. Yu Té-chi accepted 
his offer of assistance, and promised to 
compensate him for his trouble when 
the affair was put through. Two days later, 
Liu Yii-nan told Tung Chao-chang that 
he had arranged Yu Té-chi’s matter, 
aud that he should require Tis. 1,600 to 
square the various yaméus. Yd “P8-chi 
being in great alarm Jest he should become 
involved in Hsich Fu-yuan's troubles, told 
Lin Yi-chih, a friend of T’ung Chao-chang, 
how matters stood, and begged the former 























to lend bim Tis, 200 to give to Liu Yi-nan, 
Liu Yii-nan pressed for more money, and 
promised that Hsich Fu-yuan should be 
released in three days, whereupon Yi Té- 
chi gave him a note of hand for Tis. 400 
more, which he promised to pay when the 
matter was settled, At the end of three 
days, Liu Ya-nan wrote a note asking for 
more money, and sent the note to Yi Té- 
chi by the hand of a sorvant, where 
upon Ya Té-chi sont him Tis, 71.2 in cash, 
but, finding after some days, that Hsich 
Fu-yuan still remained in ‘custody, his 
suspicions were aroused, and he accordingly 
invited T'ung Chao-chang and Lin Yi-chil 
to go with him to Liu Yii-nan and demand 
an explanation, Liu Yu-nan was most 
abusive, and threatened to hand the threa 
men over to the police. They then lodged 
8 complaint at the Taotai’s yamén, which 
led to the denunciation of Liu Yii-nan to 
the Throne, and the issue of a decree order- 
ing his arrest and subsequent trial, of 
which the above is a report. Under tho 
law applicable to this case, the following 
sentences have been passed. Liu Yitman 
has beon condemned to banishment into 
military servitude on tho nearest frontier, 
but being a titular official, the heaviest 
interpretation of the law has been adopted, 
and he has beon sent to the Amoor to bo 
put to painful and laborious duties. His 
two victims, having reported the caso of 
their own accord, are spared punishment, 
Tho caso of Hsich Fu-yuan has boon dealt 
with separately.

CHINESE EMIGRATION TO THE AUSTRALIAN 
COLONIES. 

Writing on the Emigration treaty recently 
made at Peking between the United St: 
and China, the Melbourne Leader say 

‘This example of astute and successful 
diplomacy should not be lost upon us here 
in Australia, who are exposed to the same 
danger of Chinese deluge that the 
Californians were. Certainly, not being 
independent States, the Australian colonies 
cannot of them: enter into any 
negotiations with th e_auithorities 
upon a matter of this kind. It can only 
be done by the central Government of the 
British Empire, of which the Australian 
colonies form a part. But it is very 
doubtful if the British Government will 
ever move in the matter unless strenu- 
ously urged to do so by color 
The Government of the United King- 
dom values too highly the commerce 
of the country with China to readily con- 
sent to take any course which might appear 
adverse to Bri niereantile interests, 
Judging the Chinese by themselves, 
the British authorities appear to think 
they would resent, as one-sided and unjust, 
any proposal to exclude their countryn 
from British territory whilat Bri 
jects had free access to Chinese tet 

ut the success of the Americar 
in that direction 
aud that the ruling maudari 
would rendily consent to any measure wh 
would have the offect of keeping their 
countrymen from resorting to foreigu lands 
either for temporary or permanent settle 
ment, The British Government, therefore, 
need not hesitate about opening up thi 
ot with the ruling powers of the 

Nevertheless, it is pretty cortai 
not interfere unless forced to d 
monstrances of thi 
simply because th 
have not had in Hngland any practical 
xperience of what the “yellow agony” 
is, The grievance is remote as far as thoy 
are concerned, and is therofore viewed 
with indifference, whilst, as it appears to 
them, there may bo danger of inconveni- 
ence ‘and loss, or of the interruption of 
friendly relations, if they interfere in any 
way that might chance to be regarded as 
adverse to Cl Ty sts. ‘The Govern- 
ment in London, however, may now seo 
from the course taken by the Americans 
that any fears of the kind

nt of Queensland to guide them in 
this respect. In that colony an Act, to 
which the British Government was induced 
to yield a reluctant assont, was passed a 
short time back, which imposes a poll-tax of 
£10 upon every Chinaman landing in that 
territory. Although this Act was in direct 
contravention of the stipulations of the 
treaties now existing between Great Brit 
and China, nevertheless the British 
Government found the firm atti 
up by Queensland so determined and yet 
so just that they were obliged to forego 
their objections to the measure. But in 
the future, instead of conniving at the 
infraction of treaty obligations,the authori- 
ties in London should follow the example 
of the Government at Washington, and 
come to new treaty arrangoments with the 
Gor at Peking, whereby the influx 
of Chinese emigrants into British territorl 
may be controlled or arrested in a legiti- 
mate manner, and without any violation 
of the national engagemonts, Under such 
anew convention the Australian colonies 
should have the power to take whatever 
legislative or administrative monsures on
